Open to All Nations

Whashington, Sept, 14.—The text of
written assuranecs given Amerbean Am-
bussador Guthrie at Tokio by the Jap-
unese foreign offivce regarding Jopan's
wiberence to the *fopen door'' poliey
in China in connection with the recent-
Iy signed Russo-Japanese treaty wae
given out by the stute department to-
ilay.

Part of the text follows:

“The imperial government desires to

tthe new ponvention j8 in no sense de-
signed to repeal or to modify the pro-
visions of article 2 of the conventions
conclided between Japan and Russia
of July #1, 1807, nor has the imperial
goverument entertained for a moment
any intention to depart from the pols
jey to which they have avowedly vcom-
mitted themselves respeeting the main-
tenanee of the lndependence and terei-
torial integrity of Ching ns well as the
equal onportunity for the trade of all
nations in that conntry.

“*Cn the contrmry they are as strong-
Iv convipeed as ever of the usefulness
of that policy in the intercsts of the
